2. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by WO 
98/53798. The claims remain rejected for the reasons set forth in Paper No. 5, mailed 
March 26, 2003. 

3. Claims 1-13 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
EP 0 839 526 A2. 

4. Applicant's arguments filed August 26, 2003 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicants feel the WO reference merely indicates a general 
measure of a particle size of erythritol to be used and is by no means a definite upper 
limit of the particle size of erythritol to be used. The reference encompasses particles 
within in applicants' range and since applicants' claims do not exclude such particles the 
scope of the claims read on the prior art of record.
